ART. I. I obſerve then, that ENGLISH PoE TRY 
derives it's Original from the ſame Place with our 
LANGUAGE, that is, from his MajtsTY's Domi- 
nions in GERMANY, called of late, the El:forate of 
HANOVER, but beſt known in old Hiſtory, by the 
Name of Saxony, or lower Saxony, the Inhabitants of 
which, at this Day, are good Muſicians, and good 
Soldiers. 

PoETRY is a Species of Muſick) and like it gene- 
rally applicd to ſuch Subjects, as the PEOPLE moſt 
delight in, which in the Time of our Ancgſtors were 
Feats of Arms. For this Reaſon, when the Engl 
Muſes. firſt appeared in Saxony they were all the 
Handmaids of Mars : They ſerved in the Camp, and 
by recording the out Actions of thoſe, who had di- 
ſtinguiſhed themſelves in the Field, they encouraged 
the Soldiers for the ſake of Glory, to undergo the 
Dangers, and Fatigues of War. 

TaciTvs tells us * that they celebrated in ancient 
Verſe their God Tuiſto, or Tuits, and Man his Son, 
as the Founders of their. Nation. that they made uſe 
4 a Sort of Poems, the Repetition 7 which was called 

ARDITUM, where with they fired the Minds of the 


People, and gathered what tuould be the Event of 


the future Battle, from the Sound of the Song : That 
they affrighted others, or were afraid themſelves, juſt 
as

as the general Chorus of the Army was well or ill 
performed ; that, to make it more terrible, they af- 
fected a Roughneſs of Sound, and broken Murmur, clap- 
ping their Fi, to their Mouths, that the Voice might 
be fuller and deeper, and ſwelled by the Repercuſſion. 

Trars BARDITUM of Tacitus is evidently a Ger- 
man Word Latinized, and conſequently ſomewhat 
altered from its original Form. It might perhaps 
have been originally ſomething like Bar dis Coone, 
that is BarDs-Tune. Fuſtus Lipſius is for taking 
out the D, to accomodate it to a modern German 
Word: But as the Text of Tacitus univerſally re- 
tains that Letter, I do not ſee, that he has any Autho- 
rity to reject it. It is evident that Singers and Poets 
were called Bards in the old Tudeſco and the Word 
has that Signification in the Engliſb Language to this 
Day. And if the latter Part of the Derivation rox 
or TUNE be not allowed; our Language ſuggeſts ano- 
ther: The Word Dittie with us ſignifies a Sons, 
probably from Dichten to feign, invent, compoſe, 
Wer hat das Lied gedichtet? qui eſt-ce, qui a 
compoſe, ou fait cette chanſon? chi ha fatto 
queſta Canzone? BARD-DITTY then, will ſignify the 
Compeſition of the Bards or the BAR n's-SoNG. 

Bur whatever may have been the Etymology of the 
Word, theſe here related, being the chief UsEs of 
Poetry among the German Nations, whoſe Manners 
Tacitus deſcribes, and among which the Angles, or 
Engliſh Saxons were comprehended : It is natural to 
infer, that the fir/? kind of e among the Eng- 
liſh, was Heroict Verſe. But of what Sort it was, 
may be a Queſtion : 1 am far from thinking it to 
have been that of ten Sy/lables, to which we generally 
give the Name, ſuch as ;

AND therefore as we cannot preciſely determine 
from Hiſtory, what Species of Poetry was imported 
from the Elbe and the Meſer, and firſt carrold in the 
Armies of Hengiſt and Horſa, at Heopwine's Fleet, 
or on the Banks of the Thames and Me : I ſhould 
give the Denomination of ald Heroick, before any 
other Forms of Verſe that now exiſt, to that of 14 
Syllables, or 7 Feet, ſuch as,

Becauſe in all the Countries of Europe, where any

able to believe it to be the moſt antient; ſince the 
univerſal Eftabliſhment of a Thing is reputed the

Though it is well known, that the Eugliſb had their 
Poets, long before they had-any Knowledge of the 
Reman People, or the Latin Tongue. 

SOMETHING /milar to be ſure, there will be in the 
Poetry of moſt Nations, which will ariſe from the 
Nature of the Things ; even, where there has been no 
Opportunity for /ztercourſe, or Imitation. The ſame 
Paſwons are generally expreſſed in the ſame Manner, 
and beſide their 3 or Solemmity; there is in 

Nature a certain Sameneſi of Modulation conſtantly 
attending theſe paſſionate Expreſſions, theſe Modu- 
lations are a Sort of natural Chants, which will find a 
Place in all Languages, and produce particular 
Kinds of Muſik, as well as particular Kinds of 
VERSE. Similitudes of this Sort, or from this Origi- 
nal, I allow there may be found, in comparing our 
Poetry, with the Greet and Latin: But in many 
Reſpects they are very different. Tg. ITE. 
Fox the Fime of our Verfe now-a-days, is not 
meaſured ſo much by any inherent Quantity in the 
Vowels, or accidental Quantity derived to them from 
their Poſition, or Connexion with one, or more Con- 
ſonants; as it is from the Accent, which we lay upon 
the Syllables ; which Accent is ſometimes invariable ; 
but in doubtful or common Syllables, depends in 
reat Meaſure, upon the Structure of the Words and 
Na Form of the Verſe, which defines the Number, 
and the Kind of Feet. For this Reaſon, becauſe it 
depends ſo much upon the Accent, I iniagine that 
when the Engliſb ſhall ceaſe to be a Living Language, 
our P:etry will be / in great Meafure ; and not «

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be diſcovered by future Criticks, any farther, than as 


the Rhyme ſhall chance to aſſiſt them, which 
will be but imperfectly, as is evident from the preſent 
Stateof Chaucer's Works, and the hobbling Manner 
in which our common People read them. 

IF this ſhould-happen, the Fate of our Language 
in this Reſpe& would not be ſingular ;.it ſeems to be 
the very Caſe of the Hebrew Poetry, and probably 
from the ſame Circumſtances. For I- am ſo far of 
Biſhop Hare's Opinion as to believe, that they had 
little or no ſtated Quantity to their Syllables, but ſuch 
as the national Pronfunciation, or Form of the Verſe, 
to which they were ſubſervient, ſhould chance to give 
them: Otherwiſe they would never have had Occa- 
ſion for three Sets of Votuels, and the Invention of fo 
many Muſical and Tonick ACCENTS to aſcertain the 
Sound, and preſerve it to ſuture Generations. 

Dr. LowTH indeed, in Contradiction to Biſhop 
Hare's ſecond Canon, ſays that the * Hebrews 
ſtrictly obſerv'd Quantity, and that the Wards javih 
and /ecel make always two {ambick Feet, &c. 1. e. 
from their literary or Yowel Quantity. 

IF this always refersonly to the Plum in Queſtion, 
it is no Proof, that theſe Words make always the

THEsE I take to be principal Sorts of Verſe now 
in Uſe in our Language; the reſt generally ariſing 
from ſome Mixture or Compoſition, of theſe or their 
Parts: It remains, that I ſhew to what Subjects they 
are applied, and what Denomination they take from 
their Subjects. | 
ExOLISsH Poetry is divided according to it's. Sub- 
jects, after the Manner of other Nations. We have 
the Epick, commonly called the Heroict, the Didac- 
tick, and the Lyric; theſe Sorts are narrative : Some 
are Active or DRAMATICK : as the Tragich, and 
the Paſtoral » For our Comedies are now no more 
in Verſe. 

To Htroick Subjects we formerly gave the 
Species of Verſe, which I mentioned before under 
the Name of the oli, Hlerolct, when I treated of the 
Origin of Engliſh _ But now upon ſuch Oc- 
caſions we generally uſe the Quinarian Iambict, of 
five Feet, or ten 8 [lables ; Latin or Greek Words 
with one Vowel before another, which form an 
Amphimacer, or by our Pronunciation fink that 
Vowel into a Dipthong, tho? they ſhew the Place of 
one, are not conſidered as adding another Syllable. 

THERE is an eſſential Difference between the old 
and the common HEROICK with regard to the Pauſes, 
which in the old are always fixed to a Place, and fall 
upon the 8th Syllable ; in the common HeRoIck they 
vary; and much more in Rhyme than.in Blank Verſe; 
where the Jambrick ſhews itſelf continually, and with- 
.out much Variation of the Pauſe, and yet gives lit- 

tle or no Offence : But in Rhyme this Sameneſs of

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Cadence would be intolerable, and therefore our 
Rhymers, who have been Men of Taſte, and well 
acquainted with Claſſical Learning, have contrived 

to hide it with great Dexterity. What more ſur-
